. obscenity charge Zibilich cited a 
. U.S. Supreme Court decision in 
a federal case, Stanley vs. 
t Georgia, which held that it is a 
; man’s right to view anything he 
t wants to in his own home. 

He contended that' the gath-/ 
ering at the DeVille Motel, 3800 
Tulane Ave., where the raid oc- 
curred, was private. . 

Zibilich has also contended 
in statements that the gathering 
i was a before-the-wedding bache- 
lor party for one of the guest's.
